Dr. James Wilson, biological instructor at Hartnell for the past 17 years, is term- 
inating his employment here for a position on the faculty of the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro. Dr. Wilson began teaching at Hartnell in 1946 and later 
earned his Ph.D. at Stanford University. 


It was while studying at Stanford 
that he met Dr. E. L. Tatum, 
winner of the 1958 Nobel Prize. 
The biological instructor did ré- 
search work with Dr. Tatum, and 
was in close association with the 
Rockefeller Institute in New 
York City. 


His study has been done pri- 
marily with the Neurospora 
crassa (pink bread mold) because 
it is easy to grow and to work 
with. He transplants the nucleus 
of one cell to another cell by the 
method of microscopic surgery 
which he developed. He then in-

Named King of the Swine Men

Editor of the yearbook, “La Reata,” Jim Stoddard, has proven himself once again. | 


On November 25, Jim represented Hartnell College in a swine judging contest as part 
of the Great Western Livestock Show in Los Angeles. 


Involving the judging of nine different classes of swine, three to four minutes were 
required for stating the reason 
for the judgments. 

Competing against agricultural 
students from Cal Poly, Chico 
State, Fresno State and Orange 
Coast — virtually all major ag- 
ricultural colleges in California— 
Jim was named the Most Out- 
standing Collegiate Swine Judge. 
To make his victory complete, he 
led the way for his team to make 
high score for the team compe- 
tition. 

EASY WINNER 

At last year’s Great Western 
meet, in-his first year of livestock 
judging, Jim helped :his team 
achieve the highest team score 
in the competition. And at the 
last Hartnell East Campus pro- 
duce judging contest, he won 
first place and a trophy. 

Although Jim was raised in 
Atherton, Calif., a non-agricul- 
tural town, Agriculture has been 
his main interest for several years. 
He got his inspiration from his 
father who. is. connected with 
horse racing, and from his uncle, 
who operates the largest meat- 
processing plant on the West 
Coast. 

Stoddard the Slaughterer 

Through these influences. he 
got his first job in a slaughter- 
house when he was’ 16 years old. 
He is still a member of Butchers 
Union 115, the slaughterhouse 
union of San Francisco, and he 
hopes to major in Slaughterhouse 
Management. 

His work has brought him 
some exciting offers. Through the 
recommendation of Jim Murphy, 
field editor of “Western Live- 
stock,” Jim was offered a job 
by Bud Basolo, the biggest buf- 
falo rancher in the world. Mr. 
Basolo supplies 5 per cent of the 
meat in stores and supplied the 
buffalo for the movie, “How the 
West Was Won.” In fact, Bud 
Basolo has killed more buffalo 
in one day than any other man — 
including Buffalo Bill. 

At Hartnell, Jim’s work is just 
as exciting. To complete his ag- 
ricultural program, he is taking 
courses in chemistry, botany, zo- 
ology, and animal husbandry. In 
fact, his livestock judging comes 
through his work as an agricul- 
tural major. 

After Jim completes his re- 
quirements at Hartnell, he plans 
to finish his education at the 
University of Arizona at Tucson.

What would happen if a white 
man became a Negro in the Deep 
South? This question incessantly 
haunted a young Texan who had 
the courage to dig for the answer. 

John Howard Griffin was born 
in Dallas, Texas, June 16, 1920. 
Although reared in Texas he re- 
ceived his high school and col- 
lege education in France: He 
studied science, literature, phil- 
osophy ,and music at the Uni- 
versity of Poitiers and the Medi- 
cal School of Tours. However, 
World War II injuries which re- 
sulted in his blindness prevented 
his following a career in psychia- 
try. 

Sight Returned 

The young ‘writer recovered 
his sight quite suddenly in 1957, 
by which time he -had already 
scored with two works — “The 
Devil Rides Outside” (Smith’s, 


Inc., Fort Worth, Texas, 1952), 
and “Nuni” (Houghton - Mifflin, 
1956). 


Mr. Griffin’s latest book, win- 
ner of the 1962 Saturday Review 
Anisfield-Wolf Award, is “Black 
Like Me,” first published in 1960 
by. the Houghton-Mifflin Com- 
pany and now in paperback by 
the New American Library. 

From Black to White 

His book describes an audaci- 
ous expériment in human rela- 
tions. The Dallas-born author 
transforms himself into a “Negro” 
by taking a drug called Oxsora- 
len and submitting himself to 
sunlamp. treatments. He speeds 
up the six-weeks to three-months 
change in pigmentation by taking 
a sponge bath in a dark stain. 
The change is so overwhelming 
that Griffin is accepted by both 
races as a Negro. The’ colored 
Griffin is very lonely because the: 
transformation has been so com- 
plete; his own family did not 
recognize him as the head of 
their comfortable household, but, 
rather, as some strange Negro. 

He begins his masquerade at 
midnight on November 7, 1959, 
appalled by his complete “Negro- 
ness.” His adventures take him 
through four states — Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama, and Geor- 
gia. Riding buses through New 
Orleans, always taking care to sit 
in the Negro-asstgned rear seats, 
walking along the streets and 


now they have about 60. Inter- 
Varsity collected ten of these 
Halloween night. 

“Tt is amazingly easy,” com- 
ments one of the workers. “Peo- 
ple are very willing to help for a 
worthy cause, especially if you 
aren't after money.” 


hiding under the blanketing pro- 
tection of the night, Griffin is 
constantly confronted with the 
“hate stare” — the white’s most 
effective demoralizing weapon. 


John Howard Griffin has writ- 
ten a very powerful book about a 
very daring experience. He ridi- 
cules the ignoragre of the whites 
in their relations with the Ne- 
groes. The whites preach equal- 
ity for all people and yet they 
can under-pay the Negro (if they 
hire him at all), they can heavily 
tax the Negro so as to leave him 
with very little to support his 
family and they can ultimately 
force him to live in sub-human 
dwellings. 

Not Much Good 

As author Griffin expresses it: 
“I like to see good in the white: 
man, but’ after this experience, 
it’s hard to find it in the South- 


ern. white.”
